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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's Amendment filed on May 28, 2009 in response to Examiner's Office Action 
has been reviewed. Claims 20-38 are pending in the application. Claims 20-38 are amended, and 
claims 1-19 are canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 20-38 are allowed. 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 
The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest individually or in combination the 
detector measures a light quantity balance of the light received at the plurality of light reception 
regions to detect a position displacement between the light focused at the focusing point position 
by the second focusing means and the aperture as set forth in independent claims 20, 25, 28, 29, 
34, 35, 37 and 38. 

Dependent claims 20-24, 26, 27, 30-33 and 36 being further limiting to the independent 
claims 20, 25 and 29 respectively, definite and enable by the Specification are also allowed. 

The closet prior art, Takahashi US Patent No. 5,748,601 teaches a improved resolution in 
the direction of depth of focus without reducing beam spot diameter. The closest prior art fails to 
anticipate or render Applicant's limitations above obvious.
